PROPOSITION FOR ITS PURCHASE, 

Several days ago a dispateh from Davenport, 
Ia., referred to 4 private mesting of moneyed 
men of that vicinity held for the purpose of 
taking steps to get control of and operate the 
Rockford, Rock Island & St. Louis Railroad. 
The dispatch stated that the Mr. Osterberg, rep- 
resenting German bondholdérs, who recently 

urchased the road at a foreclosure sale for 

1,820,000, was present at the meeting, and that 
a proposition was made to him for the purchase, 
which he would submit to the German bond- 
holders in September. A reporter has succeeded

holders may at any time within ten days after the ac- 
e this by the Committee of German bona- 
holders, éléect to exchange any or all of the $2,000,000 
bonds for an equal amount of new stock. 

The proposition seems a little strange. Inthe 
foreciosure suit the road appeafed, by the evi- 
dence of Mr. Feiry, the Auditor, to be wortn 
from $800,000 to $1,200,000, and at public sale 
brought 61.320.000. Whether the proposition 
was intended to heighten the valhe of the road 
among the German bondbolders and induce 
them to reinvest, or whether it was promptea by 
an bonest desire on the part of those making it 
to really come into possession of the road, re- 
mains to be seen.

It 
is presumed that in the excitement a blood vessel 
of the brain was ruptared, he réplying to a qnes- 
tion where his pain wap by indicating bis right 
temple: His name was found to be LaClock from 
the hotel register, and his residence is presumed 
to de Mount Pulaski from bis hat being marked 
with the name of adealer of that place, and he 
making a sound taken to be intended for Mount 
Pulaski in auswer to a question as to the place 
of bis residence. At 6 p. m. to-day he remains 
speechless aod paralyzed, and tne attending 
physcians have little hopes of his recovery. 
Telegraphic inquiry bas been addressed by the 
Hospital surgeon to the Postmaster at Mount 
Palaski.

minutes returned a verdict of “ Not guilty.” Dr.

Randolph. and repeated his for- 
mer accusation against Alder, adding that the 
latter would be hanged if the knife was found, 
it seems clear that be was only endeavoring to 
shield his brother officer, being uu willing to con- 
demn the latter to the gallows for a blow struck 
in the beat of passion. However this may be, 
it is certain that Dr. Alder has had a very narrow 
escape, and that he ought to coogratulate him- 
self on the lenient view of the case taken by the

N The result of this trial contgasts strongly with 
that of a trial which occurred in England a few 
months ago. In this case two private soldiers 
were in a barrack-room togéther. One of the 
men suddeniy rushed out, calling for aid, and 
said that his companion bad cus his throat with 
arazor. The latter was so desperately wounded 
that he could not speak, but before died he 
summoned sirength enough to write the name 
of the first man upon a piece of paper, and sigoi- 
fied by a gesture that he had done the deed. 
The accused was tried for murder and convicted, 
several medical men declaring that the dead man 
could not himself have inflicted the wound of 
which he died. In due time the prisover was 
hanged, protestiog his ibnocence to the last. 
There is no doubt that substantial justice was 
done in this case; but what would have been 
Dr. Alder’s fate if he had been tried before the 
jury which couvicted the private soldier?

Toronto, Ont., Aug. 23.—Lhe last of the writs 
to fill vacancies in the Ontario local congituen- 
cies will be issued to-day.

The Welland County Reform demonstration in 
Niagara District was one of the most successful 
political demonstrations held for years.

A STRANGE TRAGEDY, 


The Case of the Woman Who Delite 
efately Drowned Herself and Her 
Three Children. 

Pitieburg Chronicle. 

Reading was on Tuesday the scons of ons of 
the most terrible tragedies that bas occurred in 
this State fora number of years. At about 6:30 
o'clock On the evening in question a woman of 
medium heightand full figure was observed 
passing over the Harrisburg bridge, a short dis- 
tance from the city proper. She was accom- 
panied by three children, two of them girls, 
aged 9 and 5 years, andthe others boy of 3. 
Upon reaching the far side of the river the little 
party descended tothe tow-path of the Union 
Canal, and proceeded in the ditection of the Tul- 
pehocken Creek. The children skipped along 
merrily, delighte? with their ramble in the coun- 
try, whilst the mother walked moodilywith them. 
Ata point about 2%¢ miles from the Olty of 
Reading she was seen by a young lady to stop 
and filla large basket she had with her with 
stones. 

This done, the strapped it tightly to her waist, 
and picking up the little boy she threw bim on 
her breast, and ‘then taking one of the girls 
under each of her arms, deliberately threw her- 
self into the canal. But a few moments inter- 
venea between tbe filling of the basket and the 
fatal act, avd before the aid, which came in the 
person of a Mr. Forney aod several farm-hands, 
who rusbed to the water's edge upon hearing the 
cries of the children, could effect. a rescue, the 
mother and children had disap . There 
was a moment of struggling and battling with 
the waters, and then the woman, borne down by 
the weight of the basket of stones and the chil- 
dren, sank to the bottom. The rescuing party 
began grappling for the bodies, and in à short 
time recovered two of the children; presently the 
third was obtained, and finally the body of the 
mother was found. The mother and children 
were well dressed. The bodies of the four were 
laid upon the bank of the stream. 

Notice was at once sent to the Coroner, and a 
jury was impaneled, none of whose members 
were able to recognize the dead woman or her 
children. Their verdict was that the women 
came to her death by suicidal drowning, whilst 
the children camg to theirs by the willful act of 
the person (supposed to be the mother) who was 
with them. The dead bodies were taken to the 
city, and were about to be buried, wheu a Mrs. 
Bockmuehl, who had viewed them at the under- 
taker’s office, recognized the woman as the wife 
and the children as the offspring of Philip Bes- 
singer, a German saloon-keeper. He was at 
once summoned, and made uainted with the 
sad event which bad deprived him of à wife and 
a family of children. No motive is assigned for 
the fatal act of Mrs. Bessinger.

10 common; that tais act authorized married women 
to acquire during coverture real and personal estate, 
as her sole and separate property, under her sole con- 
trol, and to be held, owned, , and enjoyed by 
her the same as though she was sole and unmarried ; 
and that it shall not be subject to the disposal, control, 
or interference of ber husband, and shail be exemp t 
from execution or attachment for the debts of her hus- 


band. 
In this cage the y came from another source 
than the husband. It was conveyed to her by King, 


who then owned it, and the deed states that the con- 
sideration was paid 1 * the party of the second part, 
and the grantees are described in the deed as the party 
of the second part. And the reasonable presumption 
is that her money as well as thatof her husband was 
paid for the land, as nothing ie shown to contradict 
the statement in the deed. But even if it were 

conceded that the entire consideration was paid 
by the husband, we presume no one 
but a creditor of his could object, Husbands out of 
debt have always had the legal authority to have 

perty settled upon their wives or conveyed to them. 

Then if she thus acquired and paid for her portion of 
the land with her sole and separate money, and the 
statute authorizes her to thus acquire real estate, and 
then to have the exciusive enjoyment and control of it 
free from the interference of her hushand, why, 
under the statute, shall she not be treated as a tenant 
in common with her husband ? 

This statute seems to have removed all of the reasons 
for holding that such comveyance creates an estate 


by the entirety. At the common law the 
husband by marriages acquired al of the 
title to his wife's personal property 


and choses in action, the right to hold and enjoy the 
rente and profits of ber real estate, and to all of the 
personal property she might acquire during coverture, 
and to all of her earnings, Aud these were the per- 
sonal censiderations which led tothe common lw 
rule that real estate thus acquired should be held as 
an estate by entirety with survivorship. And this wae 
all based on the theory that the husband and wife 
were, by the law, considered but one person, and could 
not have separate and conflicting property rights. But 
our statutes have 80 far changed the common law that 
they are not one person, so far asthe acquisition and 
enjoyment of property is concerned. To the en- 
tent of acquiring property, and so far as its 
enjoyment is concerned and the enjoyment of her 
earnings, the statute hae declared in effect that (hey 
are two independent per:..3. And in doing 80 great 
modifications have been wrought ae to their righte of 
property. And under these great changes DO reason 
is perceived nor is any suggested why a married 
woman ¢hould not hold property thus acquired in dee 
and as atenant in common with ber husband, pre- 
cisely as she might with another person. The hus- 
band under the statate has no more immediate inter- 
est in or control over her property than hag any other 
person. She may délegate the power to her husband 
te act for her in the management and control of her 
property, and so she may to any other person, 

These views are in entire harmony with the case of 
the City of Chicago vs. 56 54. Im thet 
case, in construing this statute, it was held that whea 
a wife was mjured in her person she must sue alone, 
that it was the intention of the General Assembly to 
sever the interest of the husband from that of the 
wife in her property rights, and that they should not 
join im bringing suit in such a case, lest the recovery 
might be controlled by the husband, or might sur- 
vive to the husband in case of the death of the wife. 


This case cannot be @istinguished in principle from 
that, and the reason: there employed applies with 
full force to ze facta i> this case, must govern 


its decision.® 

If, then, dur concinsions are correct, the interest 
which the husband took by the King deed descended 
to his heirs in the same manner as though it had been 
conveyed to him alone, It was, therefore, subject to 
the dower of the widow, and each of his heirs took 
under the statute ef descents, subject to debts and 
widow's dower, and Mrs. Cooper took her interest 
in fee, and holds it since as before the death of her 
These views in nowise contravene the case 
of Hoff ws. Lux. 47 III., 425, as in that cage the mar- 
riage and purchase were before the adoption of the 
act of 1861, The maxim, Cessante ratione legis, ceesat 
ipas lex, applies in this case with full force. We are 
aware that this construction is not in harmony 
with that given by the courts of some of the States of 
this Union im construing their statutes enabling 

married women to hold separate property, but it may 
be our statute is materially different from theirs. 
But if it is not, still the tenor of our legislation bas 
been broader and more liberal on the subject than the 
Legislatures in those States, and hence we, to effectuate 
the intention of our General Assembly, should be more 
liberal, otherwise the Court would rather binder than 
carry out the intention of the law. The intention of a 
law may be to some extent ascertained I. subsequent 
legislation on the same subject. f, then, we 
look at all our legislation on this subject, we can enter- 
tain no doubt that*the General Assembly intended to 
remove all the fettere that bound married women in 
acquiring and controlling property, and that this was 
removed with the others. Mrs, Cooper having ac- 
quired the right to purchase and hold, in common with 
ber husband, took the property with the incidenis of 
that estate.

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THE WHITE FROST VISITATION. 

The white frosts of Saturday and Sunday 
nights were felt more or less throughout 
Northern Illinois, but do not appear to have 
been very injurious or destructive anywhere 
in this State. In some localities’ in the 
northwestern counties tobacco has reveived 
dome injury, garden vegetables have been 
damaged a little, and corn in low places has 
been nipped somewhat. To what extent it 
has been damaged will not be fully and 
clearly known for a few days, but the belief 
now is that the growing crops of this State 
have escaped with comparatively slight dam- 
Farther north the frost has, as might be. 
expected, been more severe. Wisconsin has 
suffered considerably more than Illinois, but 
the actual damage may not prove very serious 
to corn or vegetables. Small grain, of course, 
is out of danger, having ripened before the 
frost came. But Wisconsin, while producing 
considerable corn, is not a great corn State. 
ichigan, Minnesota, and Iowa have 
here and there been visited by frogt, the 
corn and tobacco on the low lands in Wiscon- 
sin suffering seriously. Reports from Michi- 
gan are meagre, but it is to be presumed 
that little damage has been done in that State. 
From the mags of dispatches received we are 
hardly warranted in hazarding an estimate of 
the general loss, but it is safe to say that 
Northern Illinois has so far had the worst of 
this untimely visit of the Frost King. 

Having escaped the danger of a severe 
freeze during Saturday and Sunday nights, 
there need not be much apprehension of a 
repetition of those visits of Jack Frost for 
several weeks,—perhaps a month to come. At 
least that is the fair presumption from the 
experience of former years. 

Our readers will remember the hard frost 
on the night of Sept. 2, 1859, which killed 
the leaves of corn and vines throughout 
a wide expanse in the West on 
all low grounds, and even on high 
grounds in many parts of the country. 
The damage inflicted aggregated many mill- 
ions of dollars. There was another severe 
visitation of frost twclve years ago on the 
nights of Aug. 29 and 30, which reached 
most of this State, and was very destructive 
to corn, sorghum, potatoes, and other green 
crops. Wisconsin and Iowa also suffered 
badly. It extended east over much of In- 
diana, Michigan, and into Ohio, doing great 
mischief. The loss to the farmers that 
year amounted to tens of millions 
of dollars Spoiled corn was the 
rule rather than the exception. It will 
be remembered that water froze in many 
places a quarter of an inch in thickness. No 
reports have reached us yet of the recent 
frost which indicates any such degree of cold 
in the Western States. But it was a narrow 
chance. A killing frost throughout the West 
at this time would inflict incalculable loss, 
because corn is the great staple crop in 
greater part of the Western States. But 
there has been enough frost to create a flut- 
ter in the market and make speculation lively, 
for a few days at least, and until the exact 
extent of the damage is ascertained. 

The corn crop. this season is unusually 
large, and the rains have been of more bene- 
fit than damage to it, on the whole. We 
may make ample allowance for the destruc- 
tion caused by the floods a couple of weeks 
ago, and by the recent frost, and then confi- 
dently anticipate a good avernge yield. Ac- 
cording to the signs noted by the farmers, 
frost at this season is only expected after an 
interval of one month from the time it first 
comes. A reasonable amount of warm weath- 
er will serve to ripen the corn before that 
time, and the yield will in all probability be 
abundant. 


BUNEOING JOHN BULL. 

In 1867, the Republicof Honduras in Cen- 
tral America owed $600,000, borrowed forty 
Jess before, on which it had paid no inter- 
est. As it was not probable that any of the 
lenders of this sum were still alive, and the 
possibility of Getection was therefore small, 
Honduras decided  bunko England out of 
something more. In the game of “* beggar 
your neighbor” that followed, it is 
difficult to say who was the most successful 
swindler, and who the most deceived dupe. 
The Republic was responsible for the whole 
transaction, but it got less than a tourth of 
the money squeezed out of the British pub- 
lic. The agents tricked each other. Every- 
body tried to trick every else, and pretty 
nearly everybody succeeded. Within three 
years, the Honduras Minister at London, Don 
Cantos Gutrerrez, and his confederates sold 


BisHorrsszim and Gotpscumipt, who have 
recently made a great to-do abuut the dishon- 


esty of the Erie management, were employed 
to float the Honduras bonds. They did so by 
the most approved means. False quo- 
tations were inserted in the papers. 
False purchases were made at ficti. 
tious prices. Brokers, duly hired for the 
purpose, offered premiums for allotments of 
Henduras bonds. these i 


| these and similar ways, the $30,000,000 of 
bonds were disposed of, and John Bull was 
bunkoed out of $24,000,000 cash. The profits 
of Gurterrez and his pals can be inferred 
from the fact that the Honduras Government 


got only $3,500,000 of this. The rest was 

bsorbed in ‘‘commissions,” not to say bribes. 
The investigation into these transactions by 
a Committee of the House of Commons has 
shown that British bondholders are more the 
dupes of British brokers than of foreign 
rogues. The brokers sell the worthless bonds. 
Without their ready help, this would not be 
done. The Railroad Gazette of the 21st inst. 
contains the following explanation of the way 
the frauds are committed : 

Suppose, for instance, we have a loan of $5,000,000 
to place for the Sand Prairie Railroad. —a line hot yet 
built, bat which has great expectations, which unfor- 
tunately are not very well appreciated, or even known 
at all to English investors. To induce our London 
bankers to place it, we agree that they shall haves 
Uberal commission on all sales, and the option to take, 
say half the loan, at 65, while the issue price ghall be 
90, The prospectus is published and bids invited, 
The firm placing the loan sees to it that applications 
are made where they will be heard of; certain brokers 
will be heard offering premiums for allotments; sun- 
dry financial journals will be found to say that Sand 
Prairie allotments are taken at & tol per cent pre- 
mium;” the impression is created that the bonds will 
be worth more than is asked for them by the nego- 
tiators as soon as they are allotted; and a large 
part of the investing public, which forms its opinions 
of value from what appears to be the ruling opinion, 
subscribes for the bonds. Perhaps not all are sub- 
scribed for; but so many that the negotiating frm 
sees its way clear to a profit on the $2,500,000 at 65, for 
which it hasan option, Say $3,500,000 is subscribed 
for. ‘Then the bankers take their $2,500,000 at 65, turn 
over $1,000,000 to the subscribers at 90, and continue 
the little games by which they expect to sustain the 
market, and finally sell the other $1,500,000 at a profit, 
We will see in money articles and financial journals the 
aunouncement that “subscriptions for the $5,000,000 
Sand Prairie first-mortgage sterling 7s, issued at 99, 
amounted to $3,000,000, and we hear that the bonds 
bring a premium on the issue price.” If the bankers 
succeed in making a market, they will probably get rid 
of the whole amount for which they subscribed at or 
near the issue price, when they will let the market take 
its own course, and Sand Prairie bonds will soon bring 
their real value, be the same more or lesa, 
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THE GREAT MASSACHUSETTS BORE. 

The Hoosac Tunnel was a bore for twenty 
years in more senses thanone. While the 
contractors were boring through the hard, 
granite mountain, the public was bored with 
spasmodic postponements of “its completion 
and constant iteration.of the details of con- 
struction. It became to America more than 
the Mount Cenis Tunnel was to Europe. We 
were taught to believe that, when done, it 
would not merely be the most magnificent 
specimen of engineering on record, but that 
it would establish through competition be- 
tween Boston and the West, and be of mu- 
tual benefit to the New England and the 
Western States. And now, having recovered 
from the excitement incident to the celebra- 
tion of the opening, and having time to coolly 
survey the cost and results, it is found that 
the Hoosac Tunnel is far from being the boon 
to mankind which was confidently anticipated. 
A writer in the Nation makes a comprehensive 
review of the work from the beginning, and 
betrays a familiarity with its history which 
commands confidence. From this review the 
conclusions are inevitable that (1) the Hoosac 
Tunnel cost a great deal too much money ; 
(2) it will require still further and enormous 
expenditures to render it entirely safe; (3) it 
lacks the connections necessary to carry out 
the purpose of constructing it; and (4) it is 
now nothing more than a hole in the ground 
which cost $14,000,000, and at present will 


pair. 

An entirely new revelation in connection 
with the Hoosac Tunnel is that it afforded 
the first application for the system which has 
since become notorious under the name of 
Credit Mobilier. Long before the War, the 
State of Massachusetts loaned its credit for 
$2,000,000 for the construction of the tunnel 
to the Troy & Greenfield Railroad, on condi- 
tion that a certain amount of stock should be 
subscribed, with a certain percentage 
paid in cash. It was found ‘impossible 
to secure the necessary subscription in 
the regular way, but Messrs. H. Havrr 
& Co. subscribed for stock to be paid for by 
construction work. As the State scrip was 
only issued in installments (1) after a certain 
amount of cash had been subscribed, and (2) 
after a certain amount of work was done, Mr. 
Havpt borrowed $100,000 from a bank for 
an hour or so, paid that amount for stock, 
and received it back immediately in payment 
| for contracted work. After this little trans- 
action, the State scrip came to hand regular- 
ly in installments of $100,000 at a time. 
Meanwhile Mr. Havupr was acting, as occasion 
required, either as Chief Engineer to certify 
to the work, or as a member of the Finance 
Committee to audit the bills, or as Director 
to vote approval. In fact, Messrs. H. Haver 
& Co. took all the money that came in from 
the State or from the stock subscriptions, 
or from any other source whatever, in- 
vluding a receipt of London exchange at 
$4.44 to the pound when it was really worth 
$4.91 to the pound. This latter transaction 
alone is said to have netted the enterprising 
firm the neat litüle sum of fifty thousand dol- 
lars. 
It became necessary during the construc- 
tion to build a road through a small section 
of Vermont. Messrs. Haurr & Co. had some 
friends secure a charter and build the road, 
which they subsequently sold to the State of 
Massachusetts for double its value. After 
the State had bought this little road, the dis- 
covery was made that it had been leased in 
perpetuity to a New York corporation, and 
the State had no more control of it than it 
had before buying it at an exorbitant figure. 
Of course the bonanza which Messrs. Havpr 


& Co. had found was too big a thing to 
last for ever, and finally the State of Massa- 
chusetts foreclosed its mortgage on the Troy 
& Greenfield Railroad and took possession, 
including the unfinished tunnel. There was 


$30,000,000 of bonds at about 80. Messers. nothing for the State to do but to go on with 


the boring, which was done now fairly and 
now badly, according to the compe- 
tence or incompetence of the State 
Board of Commissioners. The final contract 
for the work was let to the Canada firm who 
completed it, and who seem to have done what 
they agreed to do honestly enough. But the net 
result is, that a work estimated at first to cost 
$2,000,000, and to be finished in two years, 
has required twenty years of time and 814, 
000,000. Some of this may be accounted for 
in the unexpected obstacles encountered in 
the character of the rock and the amount 
of the water; the rest must be traced to the 
early extortions, a vacillating course after 
the State took hold of n and

tunnel-road can do nothing whatever without the help 
of the Troy & Boston Road upon the one hand, and 
the Fitchburg Road upon the other, for its local traffic 
is insignificant, But these two roads are, for the most 
part, only second-class, single-track roads, with iron 
rails, and any attempt to do over them the enormous 
business of a through line would result in pounding 
them to pieces in less than six months’ time. But the 
tunnel was built to serve as part of a through road, 
and only H used as such can its great cost ever be re- 
paid. These two connecting roads, therefore, must be 
almost entirely reconstructed or new roads built be- 
fore the tunnel can begin to fulfill its mission. 


This is certainly not a very cheerful situa- 
tion to contemplate as a result of a 814,000, 
000 expediture. There seems to be but two 
things to do. One of these, advocated by 
Mr. Apams and others, is for Massachusetts 
to imitate the Belgian system of a partial and 
joint ownership with the corporation control- 
ling connecting roads ; the other, to build en- 


ly warrant the latter course, and the Legisla- 
ture was disinclined to adopt the former. For 
the present, resort has been had toa tem- 
porary expedient,—that of charging tolls on 
the freight and passengers carried through 
the big bore. This plan is certainly calcu- 
lated to reverse the purpose for which $14,- 
000,000 have been expended, and at the same 
time it will fail to secure sufficient revenue 
to keep the tunnel in repair. Meanwhile the 
rocks are beginning to fall and the water to 
ooze in, and the Hoosac Tunnel in its present 
shape must be set down as a gigantic failure. 


WHAT’S IN A NAME?P 

There is no doubt that blue-pup paper 
money by any other name would be as bad, 
but the existence of this and similar nouns 
agreeably diversifies the financial history of 
the West. When Ohio and Indiana were 
given over to the follies of their present De- 
mocracy, away back in 1837-1842, and after 
the destruction of the United States Bank, 
their currency consisted of “Yellow Dog,” 
Blue Pup,“ Red Cat,” Smooth Mon- 
key,“ and “Sick Indian.” The exact dis- 
tinctions between the different parts of this 
motley circulating medium have been pre- 
served, if at all, only in the memories of the 
men who were bitten by yellow-dog and blue- 
pup paper, scratched by red-cat, made 
cat’s-paws_ by smooth-monkey, and scalped 
and sickened by sick-Indian. A chance 
article in the Fort Wayne Tunes, 
preserved in Miles“ Register for Sept. 30, 
1843, tells the story of Indiana currency in 
those days of State Sovereignty currency. 
Indiana has sometimes been supposed to be 
given over to inflation now. If so, the les- 
sons of the past have surely been forgotten. 
It may be well to revive them. Thirty-two 
years ago that State had been for several 
years quite free from what Mr. Kr calls 
„the shackles of specie.” There wasn’t a 
cent’s worth of specie within her borders, 
and after the State-paper-expansion mania 
had run its course, there were very few cents’ 
worth of anything else. In 1842, the ‘‘ stand- 
ard "—so called because it was a little less 
bad than the other sorts of paper—was State 
Bank notes. Then there was ‘“ scrip,” 
issued for the domestic debt of the 
State, and receivable for State dues. 
“Bank scrip” was a third sort of 
„% money with which the State repaid the 
bank’s advances to canal contractors. There 
were two sorts off dogs, —White and blue. 
The cerulean canine paid fr canal extension, 
and was receivable for canal lands and tolls. 
White dog” paid for canal repairs, and was 
receivable only for land. It bore interest,— 
payable in canine paper like itself. It was 
therefore the forerunner of the Kerzzy 3.65 
shinplaster bond. White dog” and blue 
dog” between them gave birth to a mongrel 
offspring. blue pup,” which consisted of 
shinplasters issued by canal contractors and 
redeemable in blue dog,” much as K- 
tzx’s patent scrip is to be redeemable 
in equally worthless bonds. Accord- 
ing to the Fort Wayne Times, 
“scrip” was worth 85 to 90 cents 
on the dollar in State Bank notes; bank 
scrip,” 85; “* white dog,” 80-90; blue dog,” 
40; and blue pup,” 10 to nothing, sifice no- 
body would give anything in exchange for it, 
and its redemption even in“ blue dog” was 
more than doubtful. At this same time, Chi- 
cago bankers and brokers were paying 55 to 
58 cents on the dollar for Illinois State Bank 
notes; 45 to 50 for State Bank of Illinois; 80 
to 82 for Cook County orders”; 25 to 40 for 
canal indebtedness and railroad scrip”; and 
15 cents for Bank of Michigan dollars. 
Money was ‘‘cheap” and weil expanded. 

It is this state of things which the Kelley- 
ites want to bring back. If they should suc- 
ceed in their schemes, we should again enter 
the era of yellow-dog, biue-dog, white-dog, 
blue-pup, red-cat, .wild-cat, sick-Indian, and 
smooth-monkey “ money.” 


- THE DECLINE OF DISRAELT. 

The present British Tory Ministry came 
into power under the most favorable auspices. 
The conservative classes had been rather 
shocked and alarmed at the rapid radical re- 
forms carried through by the GtapsTone: 
Government. They felt as a merchant does 
when he has been extending his business 
greatly through some years. He begins to 
fear lest he is going too fast, and is apt to 
cease the expansion, balance his books, take 
an inventory of stock, and find out just where 
he stands. The British nation wanted to 
balance its books,—wanted time to reflect 
before it disestablished the English Church 
or extended the suffrage to the farm serfs and 
villagers. Such a state of popular feeling 
makes halcyon days for a Conservative Pre- 
mier. It was at such a time that DALI 
came into power, with a hundred majority in 
Pariiament at his back. He had already out- 
lined his policy,—‘“a policy of common 
sewers” his opponents called it, —and the 
public fiked the idea. It was willing to 
be relieved from rush experiments in leg- 
islation, from debates and laws on the recip- 
rocal relations of Church and State, from 
sthemes of universal suffrage. It preferred 
a Premier who promised a mild care for 
drains, and polluted rivers, and improved ten- 
ements, and good drinking water, and other 
domestic needs. Mr. Dana was backed 
by a clear majority of English M. P.s, so 
that he did not need to conciliate the Scotch 
and Irish vote. He had, moreover, a surplus 
of $30,000,000 in the Treasury,—a legacy 
from the Liberal party and a proof of the 
unequaled financial ability of that party’s 
Premier. ° 

With these favorable omens, the first ses- 
sion of the Conservative Parliament began. 
It ended amid disappointment. The 
great land-owners objected to the bill for sim- 
plifying the transfer of land, and it was post-

demanded its The Ministry tried to 
satisfy both sides referred the matter to 
a Commission. This involved its postpone- 
ment. Only three positive measures of any 
importance were passed, and each of these 
was a piece of class legislation’ The public 
houses were allowed to keep open an hour 
later. The Ritualists were snubbed for the 
sake of the “‘ Evangelicals.” The manufac- 
turers of blood, bones, grease, fat, 
and other unsavory materials were 
allowed to keep their s factories 
in London, although the Parliament of 1844 
had warned them to leave within thirty 
years,—surely a long enough respite. This 
respite was not only extended indefinitely, 
but the men already in the business were 
practically given a monopoly for the future, 
inaamuch as all others were forbidden to en- 
gage in it. 

The second session was opened with a 
profusion of promises. The main task of 
the Ministry has been, since then, to escape 
fulfilling these promises. The promised bill 
providing for the appointment of a Public 
Prosecutor has not even been presented to 
Parliament. The Judiciary Reform bill was 
revived only to be smothered. The bill to 
prevent the pollution of rivers was 
dropped because it would interfere 
with the profits of Tory mannufac- 
turers. The Merchants’ Shipping bill was 
withdrawn because it would interfere with 
the profits of Tory ship-owners, whose busi- 
ness it was to sink ships and drown men for 
the sake of the insurance on the former. 
Then came Pintsorz's fit of divine wrath 
and its instantaneous echo throughout the 
country, and the bill was reluctantly rein- 
stated in a modified form. The Agricultural 
Holdings bill has been emasculated and ren- 
dered worthless. The Artisans’ Dwellings 
bill has become a law, but it is merely per- 
missive, not obligatory.. The demoralizing and 
unmilitary system of buying commissions in 
the army, which Guapstonz abolished, the 
Tories propose to re-establish, Two fair laws 
—the Friendly-Societies and the Employer- 
Workman acts—have been passed. 

This is the sum and substance of Conserv- 
ative law-making in two sessions, Disnazta, 
enfeebled by age and ill-health, has thrown 
away his great opportunities, wasted the sur- 
plus left him by the Liberals, miscalculated 
the revenues and thus caused deficits, dodged 
needed action, proposed laws only to aban- 
don them, veered and wheeled around like a 
weathercock on an April day, and insured 
the speedy return of the Liberal party to 
power. If the latter were united, that is, if 
the Marquis of Harrrneron were equal to his 
place, the Conservatives might perhaps have 
been overthrown ere this. 


The country never hears the welcome news, 
„Al quiet on the Rio Grande.” Oattle- 
thieves, banditti, and Apaches make the 
Mexico-American frontier so hot for its in- 
habitants that the latter must often echo the 
profane jest: If I owned hell and Texas, 
I'd rent Texas and live in hell.” The re- 
sponsibility for this state of things rests 
largely upon Gen. Cortina, a brave scamp, 
who has accumulated an immense fortune by 
theft and trickery, and has exercised a prac- 
tically despotic sway over the City of Mata- 
moras and its vicinity. He is said to have 
$800,000 in cash to his credit in different 
banks, and owns twenty estates, stocked with 
thousands of cattle and horses. The coun- 
try house in which e was living when ar- 
rested was found to contain an armory 
of rifles and pistols and 7,000 cart- 
ridges. He could command the services, 
at any moment, of any number of armed and 
mounted freebooters. An ambuscade was 
laid for him by the Government troops. 
Once captured, he was hurried off to the City 
of Mexico. The day after, two cattle-tlieves 
were hanged. It was a sign of better times. 
Cortina is to be tried at once. If he meets 
the fate already meted out to his two humble 
imitators, matters may really become quiet 
on the Rio Grande. 

Death seems to be very busy at present 
among the Princes and Princesses. The last 
foreign mails bring the intelligence of the death 
of the Princess Orntorr, wife of the Russian 
Ambassador in Paris, at the age of 35. She was 
by birth the Princess TrouserzxKor and mar- 
ried Prince Okt or, the son of Count Ortorr, 
the great favorite of Nicnoras I. She was an 
excellent pianist, a very cultivated woman, 
and a great favorite of M. Turers, whose 
speeches in the Assembly she never failed to 
hear. Of the cause of her death, a cor- 
respondent says : 

Unhappily she never enjoyed good health. Her pale 
face and slim figure caused many an apprehension 


that she would not live long. All that the best medi- 
cal care, and the finest preparations of iron could pos- 
sibly accomplish to increase the quantity of blood in 
her veins, remained without avail. The springs of 
Saint Moritz are the strongest in Europe, yet even 
they proved powerless. She did not suffer, however, 
either in her last hours or during her lifetime. Early 
this épring she wae still to be seen in the Bois and in 
the President's box at Versailles, though she was paler 
and thinner than ever, It was evident that « total 
want of vital energy, an obstinate anemia, had taken 
possession of her and would soon carry her to the 
grave, But no one expected it to happen so soon,

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One of the sharpest of Dickens’ satires was

Brackegnrx Station, III., Aug. 23.—The 
weather for the last two days has been unusually 
cold for the season of the year. Saturday was 
cloudy, with a cold northeast wind all day. The 
thermometer. stood as 56 degrees at 5 a. m., and 
58 degrees at 5 p. m., on the 2ist. On the 22d, 
at 5a. m., at 40 degrees, with alight frost; 60 
degrees at 2 p. m.; 40 degrees at 9 p. m. Aug. 
W. 40 degrees at 5 a. m.; light frost on low 
lands. This is the coldest weather I have 
known on the 22d and 23d days of August dur- 
ing a residence in the State of thirty-soven 


years. 

On the 2d day of September, 1859, there was a 
hard frost, which killed leaves of cora and vines 
everywhere, except on high elevations. 

In 1863, Aug. 29 and 30, there were heavy 
frosie on low lands, killing vines, and damaging 
corn badly. In those years corn was much far- 
ther advanced than it is now.

The leading produce markets were generally firmer 
yesterday, except in meats, flour, and wheat, and 2 
fair business was transacted in the aggregate, though 
the trading was irregular. The receipts of grain 
were increased, and the shipping movement was 
tame, scarcely 200,000 bu of grain being taken to 
carry out by lake. The trading was chiefly for future 
delivery. — 

The leading excitement of the day was the unusu- 
ally cold weather of the preceding forty-eight hours, 
which was actually frosty in some parts of the coun- 
try. This affected the corn market, and caused 
oats to advance in sympathy. The advices from 
Wisconsin and Northern Iowa generally noted 
it a8 very cold, the frost being heavy in 
Janesville and some other parts of Wisconsin. 
But the thermometer was far above the freezing point 
at all places heard from tn the great corn- belt, so that 
the corn crop is probably not materially injured, while 
other grain is not damaged at all, being out of the 
way. But there were strong fears for the future, and 
the trading was unusually active in consequence, 

In the dry-gooda market there was little that was 
new tonote, The volume of sales now shows a daily 
increase, and the market for the staple articles seems 
to be working into a firmer position, Groceries were 
moving on a generous scale for the season, and, with 
the single exception of sugare, the market was firm 
both for staple and side goods, Sugars are easy, and 
will very likely go lower. Coffees are strong, and 
there was alsoa very firm feeling in teas, sirups, and 
molasses, Spices are receiving more attention, and 
are held more firm than of late. The demand for 
domestic dried fruits was fair, and for peaches and 
blackberries higher quotations are given. Imported 
varieties were generally quiet, prunes and currants 
alone meeting with anything more than a light inquiry. 
Fish were in fair request, with mackerel held at a 
sharp advance, In the coal, wood, leather, and bag- 
ging markets no changes were apparent. Butter was 
in good local and shipping demand at former quota- 
tions, Cheese remains quiet e@ previously quoted, 
prime factory jobbing at II le. No changes of 
moment were noted in the oil market. There was a 
moderate call from the local and country trade at about 
Saturday's quotations, 

The price of salt is 100 per bri higher, the quotations 
of Saginaw, Onondaga, and Canada fine yesterday be- 
ing advanced to $1.60, It is claimed that the former 
price, $1.50, did not cover the cost of production, and 
that the present advance leaves little or no margin of 
profit, The hide market remains quiet, with prices 
ruling arm, under light receipts, There was only a 
moderate inquiry for hay, but the offerings were not 
excessive, and prices were sustained. The wool trade 
remains without animation, There is some call from 
manufacturers for small lots, bug beyond that there is 
no considerable inquiry, and prices still show a lack 
of stability. Nails are in good demand at $3.25 rates. 
Itis understood that large lots may be bought at 
something “off.” Metals and tinners’ stock were 
quoted quiet, with prices ranging as before, There is 
acontinued good demand for broom-corn, and the 
market remains firm at 12½ lage for good to choice 
hurl,

THE CORN PROSPECT. 

The following letter from “Iroquois” is dated the 
Wth,—before the occurrence of the frosts,—but it is 
pertinent now: 

To the Editor af The Chicago Tribune - 

Tue anzlety regarding the crop conditions is getting 
to be nearly universal, it being the theme of couvere \- 
tion wherever two or more meet, without regard to oc. 
cupation or profession. The weather still continues 
showery, preventing stacking what little flax or Oates 
the farmers have cut with their scythes, and the ceo), 
damp atmosphere prevents corn filling at a time when 
it should be hardening and preparing for frosts. 

The feeling is general that there is great danger of 
an early frost. It is gener iy concaded that a frost 
before Ostober would undoubtedty injure a very large 
per cent of the growing crop, while there seeing to be 
considerable difference of opinion as to the present 
condition, 

A grain dealer told me one day this week, Cornu will 
average 569 bushels per acre through this regien if the 
frost holds off till October, while several farmers,” men 

ot as sound judgment as I know of. told me yesterday 
that the average could not exceed 25 bushels per acre, 
They give many reasong for the shortage, Among 
others are tke f wing: 

first—There is more that drowned out sufficiently 
to prevent earing than is usually supposed, 

Second-—A great deal was blown down, and that is 
not earing weil, os who have examined ssy that 
no ears are forming to amount to anything, 

Third—A large portion of the crop is planted too 
thick. All such presents a great show of Stalks, but a 
small prospect for ears, 

Fourth -The hole crop is very late, a large portion 
is just commencing to silk; this can hardiy perfect 
the ear under the most favorable circumstances, 

I know of but few farmers who really insist on the 
prospect being anything like first-class, while many, 
and those the soundest thinkers, hold to the contrary ; 
but all agree that it is absolutely essential that we 
have warm, dry weather and a very late fall to insure 
anything uke a fair average crop. That condition of 
things can hardly be expected ; and, in any case, the 
—— cannot be cribbed until well toward the New 

ear. 

Those who have very dry farmé, or on knébby, hilly 
land, are in good shape,and their prospects are unusu- 
ally good. Unfortunately, however, our State is of 
the flat order, and our broad flat prairie farms that are 
our main dependenos for corn are the worst off, 

The oondition is very unequal. Much more so than 
is ususl, In the same hills, and all through early 
planted corn, will be found ears, o weillfilled and 
in all stages down to ears just for 
‘* roasting ear” ten days ago is still in the same stage 
of advancement, has not seemed to ripen at all. That 
which is behind is a great ways behind, and where 
corn is thin, on well druined land, it is far ahead. In 
fact this is, in my opinion, about all of the crop that is 
in any degree safe, 

It is absolutely necessary to insure a fair crop of 
corn that the weather be unsnally favorable the rest 
of the season, While it could hardly be worse actually 
than it has been recently, During this month so far 
whenever it has been dry the temperature bas been 
low, and as often as the mercury has taken a rise rain 
has taken a fall. At least on twelve or fourteen days 
out of the twenty this month so far,the mercury has 
fallen below 60 deg, Some will say, Tunis is just what 
corn needs. Cool nighte and warm days to check 
growth and ripen it.” This is true, if the grain is 
filled and ready to ripen. Some will sa that they have 
corn that is “dented now, and sack corn is doting 
well enough, but nine-tenths of the crop has a great 
deal of filling to do yet. To ripen it now would 
not give us 25 per cent of & crop, 

I think there isa bare possibility of afair crop of 
corn through Central Illinois, but the chances are very 
much against it. In fact, it is highly improbable. 
We are much more likely to havea very large portion 
of immature,'unmerchantable stuff. In some locali- 
ties there is no douht the crop will be unusually large, 
—where corn is usually secondary,—and reports from 
these points may deceive many, while the great bulk 
of corn for commerce comes from the broa „Hat prai- 
ries where the crop is most injured, vos.

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CONSUMPTION OF SMOKE. 

Mr. M. C. Hawley, of Mattoon, III., claims to 
have invented a perfect and simple smoke- 
burner, not only for coal-stoves, but for steam 
boilers and furnaces. He thus describes it: 

My fret attempts were made in constructing a base- 
burning stove. I could not find one in the market 
which suited my ideas, and I had one made, This 
stove was constructed to take the draft from the top 
of the magazine, pass down through the coal, the fire, 
the cinders,and grate,andthence out of the flue, 
being a reversed draft, the fre burning directly away 
from the coal. The result was that it consumed every- 
thing that was combustible in the fuel, and there was 
scarcely any smoke perceptible coming out of the 
chimney, The heat derived was most intense, and 
the consumption of fuel very limited, It made a rez- 
ular fire, needed no stirring up or shaking, aud 
formed no clinkers, Pursuing this idea, I undertook 
to construct a base-burning, smoke-consuming, spark- 
arresting furnace, for heating boilers to generate 
steam. Iraised the fire-grates 2 feet above tae ash- 
pan, made a water partiion in the back end of the 
Are-box, connecting with a water-space in front, by 
the grates; which were made hollow with the 
water ‘through them. The partition con- 
nected with the lower portion of the boilers, and 
extended down afew inches below the grates. This 
caused a down draft, through the grates, and the fresh 
coal being thrown upon the fire, and the draft being 
down throngh the fuel, would cause the fire to burn 
directly away from the fuel mstead of up through it as 
in commorti furnaces, This manner borning fuel 
creates a steady fire and carries all the smoke and 
gases down through the burni cinders, and con- 
sumes every in the fuel is combustible. A 
draft of heated air is introduced from the sides, and 

into the fire directly where the fresh coal and 
the tive cinders meet, and gives plenty of air for com- 
plete combustion of the smoke. The cinders are car- 
ried down throught the grate by force of the draft and 
their own weight, and being heavier than the air fall 
below. the current and drop into the ash-pan, where 
they remain, which erresis the sparks. The whole 
thing is very simple, and has worked entirely success- 
fully so far as my limited means have allowed me to

The traveling on Monroe and 
Jacksog streets is much worse on those portions 
that have been paved within a year than on 
other portions not paved at all. 

There is lying before me a warrant from the 
City ** > ad for $98 for paving West Washinc- 
ton in front of my lot of 24 feet. The 
job is not yet begun, and I trust it never will be 
on the old pian. If it is, the City Fathers will 
have one more tax-fighter enlisted agaimat them. 
I am willing to pay for a pavement whose merits 
have been proved, but I object to a demonstrated 
humbug, and I believe that the tax-payers of 
Chicago would prefer to have the streets macad- 
amized until they could afford to lay asphalt, 
or something of known durability, and it seems 
to me that the only durable pavement for this 
climate must be made of a substance impervious 
to water. Our winter and spring are a succes- 
sion of frost and thew which will disintegrate 
any porous substance, and yoa will find the 
trouble with block pavement begins with its dis- 
placement by frost.

THE ABSTRACT QUESTION. 


Pasdeloup’s Heirs Want to Share 
in the Profits. 


What His Interest Consists Of---Copies 
‘of Valueless Ante-Fire Reourds, 


Thielcke Must Be Employed to Make His 
Books Useful. 


In Ten Years They May Amount to Some- 
thing—-Peltzer’s Percentage. 


What the County Can and Cannot 
Buy. 


At the session of the County Board Thursday, 
an order was passed to purchase an indefinite 
number of undescribed books and papers from 
Otto Peltzer for the sum of $45,000. Yesterday 
the question was again brought to the attention 
of the Board by a communication from the at- 
torneys of the heirs of Francie Pasdeloup, 
who lay claim to a one-half interest 
in a share of the effects purchased by the coun- 
ty, consisting of letter-press copies of the his- 
tory of titles before the fireof 1871, forming 
part of the abstract books of the old firm of 
Wilmannos & Paedeloup, 

With a viewto reaching some correct idea of 
the Pasdeloup claim upon the property in ques- 


tion, a reporter 

CALLED LAST EVENING UPON MR. THIELCKE, 
of the firm of Wilmanns & Thieicke, who own 
the books sold the county by Peltzer. He 
stated that Mr. Pasdeloup, prior to his death, 
made a conditional sale of the letter-prese cop- 
ies to him, the consideration being $3,500. He 
exhibited the agreement made for the sale in 
writing, and admitted that he had not lived up 
to it, or at least had not paid forthe Pasdeloup 
interest. One of the conditions of the sale, 
however, was that if he, Thielcke, ever sold the 
letter-press copies, that he should surrender 
one-half of the. proceeds to him (Pasdeloup) 
or his heirs. This part of the agree- 
ment, now that a sale has been made. 
Mr. Thielcke says he intends to ve 
up to. He fixes $5,000 as the total value of the 
property, however, while when it was sold to 
him he agreed to pay $3,500 for half of the 
same. But inasmuch 4s the statutes make these 
letter-press copies valueless, unless certified to 
be correct by the Judges of the Courts, $5,000 
would be a liberal price for him to payif it were 
not that, without regard to their authenticity, 
they have been made

was defeated by the sharp practice of Commis- 
sioner Lonergan, who succeeded in having the 
Board adjourn just as he was about to meke the 
motion. He will make it, however, at the next 
meeting, but Peltzer's friends hope to have 
matters so far advanced by that time that a re- 
consideration will effect nothing. 


BILER STREET SURPSISED. 


About Fifty Disroputabie Men and 
Women Arrested..The Scene at the 
Armory Last Night. 

Of course it must have been by order of Mar- 
shal Dunlap that Sergt. O'Convot’s entire pla- 
toon of police, from the Armory, sallied out at 
10 o’clock last night and pulled the Pacific ave- 
nue, or Biler street, demirepsjen masse; for no 
other among the higher officers of the police has 
been guilty of such anact. The street referred 
to is inhabited by the very lowest of the offscour- 
ings of prostitution, - women 

WHO HAVE LOST ALL SHAME 

and the last spark of d»cency,—the very scum of 

the degraded class to which they belong. They 

were cleverly surprised by the police, under 

O’Counor’s management, and forty-eight pris- 

oners taken, includiag a few men and the keep- 

ers of ail the houses of ill-fame extending along 

Pacific avenue, from Harrison to Polk street, and 

embracing Nos. 110 to 156, inclusive. 

The women were unceremoniously taken from 
their vile abodes, aud amidst mingled oaths and 
the loudest and lowest imprecatiens and expres- 
sions, the howling mob was marched to the sta- 
tion close by, and ranged about the station- 
keeper's desk, On finding that they were to be 
locked up and not 4o delicately dealt with as on 
former occasions, they set up a racket like that 
of pandemoamm and 

ACTED LIKE SO MANY SHE-DSVILS. 

They called the officers all the vilest names 

they could think of, and such as they only can 

think of, gad cursed and raved like mad women. 

A few were drunk, and behaved in a worse man- 

ner, if possible, than the sober ones. Amid 

the oonfusion Officer Hayes succeeded 
in boeing’ them, and they gave all sorts 
of euphonious and fictitious names. 

They were locked up, and subsequently 

a number of them were bailed out and returned 

to their deserted dens. The balance kept up 

their bowliogs in the cells, sang ribald songs, 
quasreled with each other, and 
PERFORMED LIKE DEMONS 

generally. A few showed evidences of former 
beauty, which had faded away and was covered 
with a coat of cosmetics; some very young 
scarcely more than 16 or 17, and others were 
abandoned and cruel wretches of the vilest de- 
scription. A gaog of pimps who escaped the 
raid assembied near the station ina vain en- 
deavor to assist their supporters, but were 
pramptly dispersed and threateoed with sammary 
arrest if they showed themselves again. 

The entire party will be brought before the 
Police Justice this morning, but it is not likely 
that anything more than a fine will be imposed 
on each of them. They will pay and return to 
their resorts. Therefore Marshal Dunlap's well- 
meaning endeavor will go for naught, uniess 
they are pulled almost nightly, and uutil the city 
is rid of their presence. 
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THE AMERICAN TEAM, 


A Grand Formal Heception Given to 
the KMeturmed Miflemen in New 
Yorks. 

New Tonk. Ang. 23.—The military formed in 
line at 11 o'clock this morning, prepared for a 
public welcome of the American International 
Rifle Team. There wore but few decorations 


along the prescribed line of march, either in the 


way of flags or mottoes. At the City-Hall the 
flag of the nation ard State were flying, and 
flags were also disposed in folds about the cupo- 
la, and festooned across the balcony above the 
porch. In the rotunda there were two circles of 
small flags. In the Governor’s room there was 
no preparation beyond the festooning of new 
national flags in the windows, and two or three 
State flags and regimental guidons about the 
walls and over the doorway. 

About 2 o’clock the team were driven up to the 
City-Hali in carriages, through an open space 
including the width of the plaza. On their ar- 
rival they were received with three ringing 
cheers by the crowd. They then alighted, and 
passed in by pairs to the Mayor's private office, 
Col. Gildersleeve aud Gen. Shaler leading the 
line. After ten minutes’ informal conversation 
and handshaking with the Mayor, the party ad- 
journed to the Governor’s room. The crowd 
pressed after, aod in a few moments the recep- 
tion room, and corridor, and stairways 
were uncomfortably packed. The party ar- 
ranged themselves in a semicircle, 
when, after a brief pause, Gen. Shaler intro- 
duced the team, and Mayor Wickham welcomed 
them home ina brief speech. At the close of 
his address he shook hands with all the members 
of the rifle team. 

Col. Gildersieeve, in reply, hoped that the 
Mayor and friends who had so kindly tendered 
them a reception would accept their sincere 
thanks. They had gone away withsome friends, 
and had returned to find many. The place he 
was in should inspire him to give thanks in fit- 
ting terms, but inspiration failed him. He spoke 
of the warmth of the team’s reception in Ireland. 
and said that the title of American citizenship 
bad been a ren everywhere abroad. 

At the close of the proceedings in the Mayor’s 
office, a military and civic procession was 
formed. The team and invited guests took their 
places in the procession, and, under the escort 
of the Twenty-second, Sixty-ninth, and Twelfth 

imenta, marched up Broadway over the pre- 


scribed route to the Army and Navy Club, Where 


the banquet was giveo, at which speeches were 
made by members of the team and thd elub. 
‘The progress up Broadway was an enthusiastic 
one, and, notwithstanding a drizzling rain, many 
spectators crowded the sidewalks to honor the 
return of the riflemen. Many buildings along 
the line of march were gaily decorated with na- 
tional colors, and at the approach of the pro- 
cession enthusi cheers were given and con- 
tinued until it had passed. \ 

Gulmore's immense concert garden was crowd- 
od to-night on the occasion of a special musical 
reception to the American rifle team. Just in- 
side the Madison avenue entrance were suspend- 
ed four American flags, four Union Jacks, and 
four Irish flags. The team entered amid the 
cheers of a vast audience. and occupied two 
alcoves especially reserved for them. The first 
partof the programme was then performed by 
the band, consisting of the March Triumphale, 
introducing ‘* See, the conquering bero comes.
